4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-10 of U.S. Patent No. 6,705,463 to Bucholtz et al. 
(hereinafter Bucholtz'463) in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,769,558 to Bucholtz (hereinafter 
Bucholtz'558). Bucholtz'463 claims a moisture-proof resealable non-cylindrical container and 
cap assembly having all the limitations as claimed except for an inner wall of the skirt 
comprising at least four portions as claimed. Bucholtz'5 5 8 claims a leakproof resealable 
container and cap assembly including an inner wall of the skirt comprising at least four portions 
as claimed. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art in view of 
Bucholtz'558 to modify the cap assembly of Bucholtz'463 so the inner wall of the skirt comprises 
at least four portions as claimed for better protecting the contents within the container and cap 
assembly. 


Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to 1 1/4/2004 have been considered but are deemed to 
be moot in view of the new grounds of rejection.
